The Right Honorable Granyillo George 
Loveson-Gower, K.G., the late Earl Gran- 
ville, was the oldest son of the first earl, He 
was born May 11, 1815, educated at Eton and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he took his 
degree in 1834. Hoe became attache to the 
Embassy at Paris in 1885 and was elected to 
the Houssof Commons for the borough of 
Morpeth in 1896, bemy re-elected in 1837. Ta 
1840 he accepted the Under-Secretaryship 
for Foreign Affairs, which he held for some 
mouths, and shoi tly afterwards took his seat 
as nitember for Lichfield. Whilein the House 
of Commons he supported the Liberal party 


aud was au able and consistent advu- 
cate of free trade, In 1846 ho  suc- 
ceeded to the  peera in 1845 he 
was appointed vice-president of the 


Board of ‘trade, in 1851 he obtained a seat ia 
the Cabinetandin December of that year 
succeeded Lord Palmerston in the Foreign 
Office. He retired with the Russell Ministry 
in 1852, Lord Granville, who has hold the 
office of Master of the Buckhounds, Pay- 
master-General of the Forces, Chancollor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster and Treasurer of the 
Government, was appointed President of the 
Councilin 1853, and in 1855 be took the 
ministerial leadership in the House of Lords. 
Tn 1850 Lord Granville acted as Vice-P, 
dont of the Royal Commission for the Groat 
Bxhibition, In 1860 he was Chairman of the 
Commission for the Great Exhibition of that 
year, In 1856 be was sent upon an extra- 


burg ut the corouation of Alexander IT. 
Lord Granville, who retired with Lord 
Palmoerston’s first ministry in 1858, was re- 
appointed Prosidont of the Council (having 
fwiled after an attempt to form o ministry 
himself) in Lord Palmerston’s second admin- 
istration in 1850 nod retired on the fall of Lord 
Russell's second administration in 1866. In 
1865 the deceased earl was made Lord Warden 
of the Cinque Ports, iu 1868 Colonial Secre- 
tary under Mr, Gladstone aud he retained 
that position until 1870, when he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs in succession to Lord Clarendon, He 
occupied that position till the resignation of 
the Liberal Cabinet in 1874, Next year 
when Mr, Gladstone retired from tho leader- 
ship of the Liberal party Earl Granyillo 
succeeded him, Lord Hartington acting as 
leader in the House of Commons, On Mr, 
Uladstone’s return to power in 1880 Lord 
Gravvillo again became Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, In Mr. Gladstone's 
ininistry in 1886 the deceased was Secrotary 
of State for the Colonies, 

He is succeeded in the title and estates by 
ais son, Lord Laveson, who was born in 1872,

The slaughter of the Chief Commissioner 
of Assam and the officers and men of his 
Goorkha escort in Manipur is almost certain 
to result in a further addition to the map of 
British India, bringing the British Empire ix 
closer contact with the Chinese frontier, 

Manipur, although adjacent to Assam, in 
no part of that province; it is an indepen- 
dent state, ruled by a Rajah, who pays no 
tribute to the British and who exercises av- 
solute power within bis borders, except the 
privilege of making war. The state is as 
independent as the great native kingdoms of 
Hyderabad, Gwalior and Indore, It is situ- 
ated in the corner between the two tea pro- 
ducing districts of Assam and Cachar. The 
greater part is tableland—uno richer soil in 
the werld, as the ten-planters know well. 

There iano doubt that this disturbance 
will give the Viceroy of India the oppor- 
tunity to annex Manipur, repeating the pro- 
ceedings of Lord Dalhousie in Oude and | 
Lord Dnfferin in Burmah. : 

The tribe who attacked the commissioner's 
camp were probably Nagas, who gave 50 
much trouble on that frontier somo years 
ago, Itis altogether improbable that the 
Manipuris themselves wore hostile. They 
live on the plains of the table land, have al- 
ways been friends of the planters, grow 
their own cotton ond indigo, and breed the 
finest ponies in the world. Manipur is the 
birthplace of polo, and their players have al- 
ways beaten the crack Calcutta teams when- 
ever they have met, 

The Highlanders of India, 

The 470 Goorkhas probably died hard, 
The Goorkba is the Highlander of Indin. 
His home is in the mountains of Nepaul, and 
his trade and only joy are fighting. Years 
ago the English troops had a hard fight with 
Nepaul, and the worth of the foo was 
recognized, and Goorkha regiments were 
raised as soon as the province had submitted, 
‘Atno time has there been any lack of re- 
cruits, the men being only too glad to enlist; 
and quite lately flve new regiments were 
raise. 

‘Tho headquarters of the’ regiments are at 
Almorai, Northern Bengal, and not long ago 
there was a curious meeting between the 
42nd Highlanders (the Black Watch) and the 
Dlacker watch of the Himalayan passes. No 
feilows got on better together. Tho men sre 
short, averaging 5 feet 2 inches, thick set, of 
adeep brown complexion, but with merry 
faces that, however, show deep determina- 
tion when the matter in consideration is a 
fit, Their uniform is of blue serge with 
rel piping for the coat and = trousore 
and a small round cap with a rec 
band and the number of the regiment 
Tuoy are armed with short rifles and carry 
the “kookerle,”a curved sword peculiar to thy 
tribe, which is always kept as sharp as & 
razor and with whic at close quarters they 
do terrible work. The Goorkha regiments 
have always done good service, The 2ad 
Regiment, that was with General Sir 
Frederick Roberts’ force that held the 
Sherpur lines outside Cabul in 1879, saved 
the day in the principal fight that took 
places in tho winter months, The waite 
troops were seized with an unaccountable 
panic when attempting to drive back the 
enomy, Which bad becoma more aggressive 
than was pleasant. ~ The Goorkhas stood 
firm and charged the enemy, chocking the 
advance, and with the aid of the men who

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MANITOBA SCHOOL ACT, 


‘The government have decided to sub- 
mit the Manitoba School Act, which abol- 
shes Separate schools in that province to 
the Supreme court of Canada for argue 
ment with a recommendation that the Act 
be not disallowed. There isnot a pit 
ticle of doubt but thisquestion has greatly 
perplexed the government and that they 
are fully aware of the fact that a stormy 
debate will follow when the matter 1s 
brought up in the House. Should the act 

* be allowed to pass there seems to be goo l 
grounds for believing that the Frenc1 
members with such English supporters as 
they can command will throw this in- 
fluence against the government. Ou the 
other hand should the bill be disallowed 
the friends of equal rights and of provin- 
cial rights may be counted upon as mak- 
ing the issue ahot one for the government, 
In this province there is a strong feeling 
that the act should be left to take its 
chances before the courts where now its 
constitutionlity is under consideration. 
Manitoba courts have upheld the act. ° 
Mail says: ‘According to the decisions 
there, the measure violates no rights, in- 
dividual, denominational, or constitutional. 
Ittakes away no privilege guaranteed 
under the Union Act and invents no new 
disabilities. Had the courts expressed a 
doubt touching the constitutionality, or 
even the fairness, of the measure, there 
might bea pretex for disallowance : but 
the appeal to the judicial tribunials has, so 
far 1s it has gone, removed so completely 
every vestige of complaint on these 
grounds that Ottawa intervention with a 
view to the destruction of the Act will be 
more open to condemnation than any 

revious case of interference. [i is singu- 
larly fortunate for the supporters of pio- 
Vincial rights in this matter that we have 
not only judicial opinions sustaining the 
Manitoba law, but executive decisions, 
and these from both Liberals and Conser- 
vatives, serving as precedents for the pro- 
tection of the measure.” 

Sir John Macdonald when acting as 
Minister of Justice reported upon the 
New Brunswick school law. a provincial 
act which did for education, under like 
Circun,stances what the Manitoba law is 
doing in the west. It was claimed then 
that the act would destroy the educational 
privileges enjoyed by the Catholics at the 
time of Confederation. But Sir John 
pointed out that no separate schools had 
been established by law in New Bruns- 
wick prior to the union, and he at that 
time held tnat the Ottawa government had 
no right to meddle with the act. During 
Mr. Mackenzie's administration.

And while she has a parliament she should , 
not be denied the right that her sister | 
provinces enjoy.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 
REPORTED NEvLIGENCE OF HEALTH 
{ OFFICERS. 


Upwards of one Hundred Cases of Typhoid 
Fovor at Twoed—Tho Discaso Still 
Sproading -What aro Boards of Health 
For? 


Complaints have beenmade in the city 
that upwards of one hundred cases of ty- 
phoid fever existin the vicinity of Tweed, 
and that no steps are being taken by the 
local health officers to seek out the cause 
and prevent any further spreading of the 
disease, It is well known that fever 
along with many other diseases 1s the 
result of uncleanliness in or about the 
premises. It may be traced to impure 
water or food, Perhapsat this time of 
the year there are few things more injurious 
to health than allowing decayed vegetables 
to remain in thecellars. In the Act re- 
specting the Public Health O, S. 1887, 


| chap. 44, sec. 1, requires notice to be given 


within eighteen hours to the head teacher 


of any school and also — secretary 
of the local board of health, of the 
existence of any contageous disease, 


who shall at once take proper steps to 
protect the public health “An act to make 
turther provisions respecting the public 
health” O. S. 1884, Chap 88, give full 
power for local health officers to act and 
as they are paid by the municipilities for 
which they act, orare expected to act, 


and often useless preparations for the re- |

being negligent in their duties If the 
complaints referred to are true with re- 
gards so many cases of fever at Tweed,

Several cases of fever now exist in this 
city and while it might be saying 
too much that infection was brought here, 
still it is possible that ithas, as no real 
cause as yet seems to have been given for 
the spreading ofthe disease. The ONTARIO 
is not disposed to be unreasonale in this 
matter or desires to unjustly 
censure any one, but 
the public health is too serious a matter 
to be allowed to go unnoticed and if there 
has been negligence upon the part of the 
health officers we hope that it will cease 
atonce, and that they will not leave a

willnot be supported without new inter- 
nately laws or a recourse to war to obtain 
modifications, 

The Conservative press apply the difficulty 
to illustrate the evil that would result from 
the concession of Home Rule to Ireland and 
the comparison will tfave undoubted potency 
in electoral platforms. If autonomy should 
be granted to Iroland, it ie argued, how 
could the Irish be compelled except for- 
cibly to observe foreign and impartial 
obligations.

DEATH OF A HERO, 


Death of Colonel «i Quaregna Announs 
ed from Sardini, 

Lonvon, April 8.—A letter from Sardin! 
Announces the death at an advancod azo of 
Colonel di Quaregna, an Italian, who distin- 
yuished himself by a memorable act of 
(wroism during the Baraguaylan war in 
South America. The tyrant Lopoz was 
trapped in the town of San Pedro di Bobi, 
surrounded by a stroug force of the allies, 
aad defended only by about 200 men under 
the command of Colonel di Quaregna. The 
garrison was reduced to straits and the be- 
sieging force sent word that all could march 
out free providel they would surrender 
Lopez. 

Di Quaregna thought of a stratezem which 
would probably mean death to himself but 
might result in saving the despot. He ar- 
ranged that Lopez, disguised in his uniform. 
should ride out at the head of his mai), as if

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BELLEVILLE CANNING FACTORY, 


Some time ago Ald. W. N. Ponton in a 
letter to the ONTARIO drew the attention 
ofthe citizens of Belleville to the great 
needof a canning factory in the city and 
in a clear and reasonable manner pointed 
out the great benefit such an establish- 
ment would be to the city. Any one 
going upon the market during the fruit 
season will see almost as much fruit taken 
home by gardners and farmers as !s sold. 
This of its self should convince that if a 
factory were in operation in this city a 
very large amount of the fruit that is now 
offered for sale would be taken to the fac- 
tory and many who only now 
raise such produce for the market would 
with a profit grow more extensively for 
the factory. Those who jrow goods for 
canning factories find the business a pay- 
ing one and those who operate the fac- 
tories have met with a fair amountof suc- 
cess. The greatest difficulty encountered 
is in having enough produce grown with- 
in the immediate vicinity of the factory as 

a very large amount of the goods. used 
must be received atthe factory within only 
a few hours after being picked to be done 
up ina first class manner, It does not 
seem unreasonable, as Ald. Ponton point- 
ed out,. that in this city there should not 
be some parties that would at a glance 
see a profitable business in this work and 
could with encouragement be induced to 
pe up a factory and operate here. 
uch a factory would furnish employment 
for a numberof women and girls in the 
city who would during the greater part of 
the summer and fall make a_ comfortable 
salary weekly, There are_ fewer places 
better ad spted for the growing of fruits, 
garden and field produce required for 
canning factories than the land lying 
adjacent to this city and the ONTARIO Is 
of the opinion that if Ald 
Ponton’s suggestion is acted upon an 1n- 
dustry that would be of vast benefit to the 
City will be put in operation this season.

withdrew. On thecount only 71 ballots 
were found marked for Hudson, 
but since the election 74 voters had 


made statutory deslayations that they had 
voted for Hudson. Mr. Hudson deciarea 
that no influence could be brought to bear 
which wood reduce his actual vote at that 
poll below 85. At poli No, 8, Thurlow, 
the depnty returning officer at first placed 
the bailot box under the table, but on Mr. 
Hndson’s agent remonstrating, it’ was 
raised to a level with the table, but in 
such a position that it could not easily be 
seen. At this poll 95 votes were counted 
for Hudson, while 105 yoters had made 
statutory declarations that they had mark- 


ed their ballots for Hudson. One ballot 
was spoiled marked with the name of 
Mr. Hudson’s opponent. On_ being re- 


turned it was placed on the table under a 
book, but was afterwards missed. The 
deputy admitted that he had given it out, 
but inadvertently. At poll No, 6, Thur 
low, the deputy, Mr, Harford Ashley, at 
first put the ballot box under the table, 
but an objection being taken placed it so 
that it could be easily seen by she scruti- 
neers if they changed their position. On 
the ballot box being opened there were 
two ballots less than, according to the poll 
books, there should haye been. Two bal- 
lots were found folded together in such a 
way as to indicate that they must have 
been thus folded before being put into the 
box. After the count was completed the 
returning officer acknowledged that he 
had found one additional ballot in the box 
marked for Hudson. But this was not 
counted, At poll 84, Hungerford, Jeffer- 
son Caviller was deputy returning officer, 
According to Mr. Hudson's information, 
two men whose naires were not on the 
list were allowed to vote, and though their 
votes were challenged the officer refused 
to administer the oath when asked todo 
so. Ondeclaration day a young man, 
son of one of the deputyieturning officers. 
stated in the hearing of responsible men 
that are-count would be demanded and 
enough ballots would be found mark- 
ed witha little cross to defeat Hudson. 
At the re-counta number of ballots were 
found thus marked, and at the end of two 
days’ serutiny every one thus marked vas 
a loss for Hudson, none falling asa loss 
to his opponent. These were evidently 
made with to different pencils, each of 
them different from those used in the poll- 
ing booths. Attention was called to these 
points in court, and next day when the 
remainder of the ballots were being 
counted it was found that the small cross- 
es appeared on about an even number of 
the ballots of each party. One of the 
ballot boxes were missing but was after- 
wards brought in from Tweed Town 
Hall. It was unlocked and, though the 
ballots tallied with the books, the facts of 
the case indicated gross carelessness on 
the part of the returning officer. Of the 
ballots in this box, Mr. Vermllyea, th. 
Reform candidate, had a majority of four. 
Commenting upon the statements he had 
made, Mr. Hudson found fault with 
the Government for notjallowing the pas- 
sage of a bill introduced by 
Mr. Wood (Hastings) last session to do 
away with the system of numbering 
ballots. He said the Government had 
sought, by making the oaths returning 
officers and deputy returning officers had 
to take, more stringent, to prevent$fraud, 
but the true remedy was to appoint good

Those of the judges who had any political 
leaning cook care that it did not interfere 
with their judgment. Why was it that we 
sent all our election trials to these courts 
in preference to dealing with them in this 
House? It was becaause these commit- 
tees of the House were not such fit 
tribunals to consider these matters as the 
courts. The system was immeasurably 
superior to the old system, which no one 
would think of going back to again. More- 
over, they had here to doa great deal of 
business. They had a large number of 
things to occupy their time —administra- 
tion, legislation, committees, etc., and 
there was no comparison between the two 
tribunals, a committee and a court for 
this purpose. There could be no ques- 
tion that in this casefthe courts hid the 
power to give a better remedy than could 
be obtainedin this House. If he found 
that on the whole it was consistent with 
precedent to send this toa committee in 
spite of the inconvenience attending that 
course, he would not make the slightest 
abjection to doing so; but he was not 
prepared to make so great an innovation 
now. What he had said was with refer- 
ence to those tribunals which were 
charged with the jurisdiction on criminal 
offences generally—not merely election 
offences—but we had got to legislate be- 
7 yond this. We had provided a final trib- 
uual of the best possible character for try- 
ing matters of this kind.

mits the Canadian railway -to carry goods 
sealed in boud across the continent into our 
territory, for shipment’ from our ports to 
other countries. Thé goods which come to 
j}our frontier from Canada will there- 
fore be treated’ precisely as if they had 
arrived at the port of New York. In other 
words, the policy will be'to prohibit trans- 
portation of goods in bond across our terri- 
tory.

England Interferes ta Chili, 

Lonpon, April 15.—The Marquis of Salis- 
bury has sent a cable despatch to the British 
Minister at Santiago de Chili and another to 
the British admiral, Rear Admiral C. F. 
Hotham, C.B,,in command of the Pacific 
station, In these despatches the British 
Premier says that the closing of the nitrate 
ports of Chili by order of President Balma- 
ceda is ultra vires, ia so much that the block- 
ade of these ports had not been officially 
declared. Lord Salisbury bas also notified 
the British shipowners who are interested 
iv the trade with Chili that the British ad- 
miral in Chilian waters will protect their in- 
terests, and that England does not recog- 
nize the double exaction of duties now col- 
lected by the Chilian Congress party and by 
President Balmaceda’s adberents. But the 
Marquis of Salisbury adds that he advises 
the British merchants to pay the double duty 
in order to avoid trouble and to do so under

Mrs Kane stepped up and 
caught me by the arm and fell back on 
the floor.

(knife here produced and recognized by 
witness,) My husband gave me the knife 
and I threw it away. Never saw the 
knife again. ; 

Alfred Skinner sworn said- 
deceased and husband of last witness. 
Saw Kane a week before. Prisoner was 
living with my mother then. First saw 
him on day of murder at 6,10. He had 
hold of my mother. There was no one 
present but prisoner and my mother. I 
ran into the house in consequence of what 
my wife told me. {I strnck prisoner he 
had hold of my mother. [held him down 
on the floor until assistancey came. “Pris- 
oner had a knife covered with blood. 
Noticed blood on mothers hand. Prisoner 
said he would go the ga'lows happy if he 
could kill me. He said “itshe is not 
dead it isnot my fault.’ Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Cousins came in then. Mother never 
said a word. Sergt. McCrudden arrested 
him. Prisoner didnot live happily with 
my mother. Prisoner was in habit of 
swearing and threatening. Prisoner had 
threatened to burn outmy mother about 
two years ago.

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Henry Burgoyne, sworn, said—Saw 
Kane on March 23° in Mrs, 
Skinner's house. Saw Kane onthe floor 


and Alf, skinner was holding him down. | 
asked Kane whathe had done and he 
said—“if she’s not dead it isn’t my fault. 
He said ‘ You— —its all yonrfault,” mean- 
ing the boys. 

George Cousins, who lives 600 yards 
from the house in which the murder was 
committed, ran into the house when the 
alarm was given and found Kane on top’o 
his wife with a knife in his hand. Kane 
said : “I am not crunk, you bet,” 


Serg’t McCrudden testified as to the 
murderer sarrest and heard him say; “I 
did the deed and do not deny it. I am 


proud of it.” 

Jane Weese corroborated the evidence 
given by George Cousins. 

Mary Ann Tobin, cook at the Qucen’s, 
recognized the knife as having belonged to 
the house. 

Dr. Youker gave the same evidence as 
that given at the preliminary examination 
and which is still fresh in the mind of the 
public. Death had been caused bya 
wound near the heart. 

Fred Abraham, reporterfor ‘heONTARIO 
who interviewed the prisoner in his cell a 
few minutes after the muider, testified 
the accused expressed his satisfaction 
with the deed he had committed ; that he 
gloried in it and only wished he could 
have murdered his son. 

‘The crown rested their case here. 

Freddie Bishop who was formerly clerk 
atthe Queens swore that Mrs Kane re 
ceived Kane's wages with the Jatter’s con- 
sent. 

Walter Fanning, sworn, said! —Kane 
was drinking on the morning of the day of 
the murder. At3. p. m. he was. still 
drinking. One of his arms seemed disabled 
and could not bend it. 

Thos. Powers one of the proprietors of 
the Queen’s said that he had threatened 
to discharge Kane for drinking. He acted 
Strange during the day of the murder. 

The court adjourned for dinner.

AN ITALIAN USES A STILLETO WITH 
DEADLY EFFECT. 


Ho Carves up All His Relntives and is in 
Turn Shot Dead by His Brother-in-law 
—A Hanguinary Scene of Bloodshed— 
The Ansassin a Lawlons Lonfor, 

Honoxen, April 20.—This moroing 
Angelo Gaboths, an Italian, murdered his 
mothor-in-law, stabbed bis father-in-law 
almost to death and was alain by his brother- 
in-law. Gaboths slept in his father-fn-law's 
house with his father-in-law last night. In 
early morning ho arose and golng to the bed 
in which his mother-in-law and wife wore 
sleoping drove his stiletto into the older 
woman's abdomen, killing her instantly, 
Hothon went back to his father-in-law's 
room and stabbed the old manin the nock, 
His aim was bad and the victim shrioked, 
Thereupon Coquilo Coniquito, the old man's 
son, awoke and a dosperate fight with knives 
ensued, It was finally ended by Coniquito 
stabbing Gaboths to the brain through the 
eye. Thore have been no arresta, 

Another account states that the tragedy 
was tho result of insane jonlousy on Gabotha’ 
part, Ho was 80 yoars old and his wife 17 
when they were married two years ago, 
Eight months afterwards Gaboths drow 
® knifo across his wife's abdomen, 
making a horrible wound, because 
bo imagined she was unfaithful. It is not 
now known what became of Gaboths at the 
time, but after she recovered his wife lived 
with him again, he having promised to behave 
himself. But he becaino a lazy ,nbiftless loafer, 
depending on his wife for support, He be- 
lieved his wife was untrue to him, that sho 
Was the mistress of a man sho had met at her 
mother’s house and that ber mother shielded 
her in ber Wwrong-doing. He wont to the 
house last 


night with a stiletto 
and revolver prepared to do mis 
chief. After killing his mother-in- 


law he stabbed his wife three times and loft 
her as he thought dead. Covered with blood 
the murderer entered Coniquito’s room and 
fired at Coniquito, who returned the fire, 
Although wounded in the breast 
several shote were exchanged. Gaboths 
then tried to eave the house, but 
was intercepted by his fathor-in-law, who 
struck bim with a chair, Gaboths thrust his 
stiletto several times into the old man's body, 
but did not touch a vital part. 

Coniquito bere appeared again on tho 
scene and fired the lart shot in bis revolver, 
striking Gaboths in the forehead and killing 
him. Coniquito and Mrs, Gaboths will re- 
cover. Their father may dle,

Lonpon, April 21.—The Press Assoviation 
announces that Lord Salisbury has directed 
the British Minister at Lisbon to demand 
from the Portuguese Government an immedi- 
ate explanation of the seizure of British 
vessels at Beira, and that if the response is 
not satisfactory Lord Salisbury will insist 
upou reparation. 

Lonpon, April 21.—The natives of Portu- 
guese Guinea, west coast of Africa, have re- 
yolted and have hoisted the French flag. 
The garrison on the island of Bissao has been 
overpowered and al the Portuguese officers 
and soldiers massacred. 

The rebels on the Island of Bissao number 
6000. They have had two battles with the 
Portuguesa and have completely routed 
them, 400 native levies and four Portuguese 
officers being killed and 21 men wounded. In 
addition 71 men are reported missing, Rein- 
forcements will be sent from Lisbon to the 
scene of the revolt, 


Grave Fears of the Result, 
Lonpon, April 22.—A correspondent at 
Madrid says grave anxiety is felt there over 
the state of affairs in Portugal. He ex- 
presses fears that a revolution is about to 
break out, in which event, he says, the lives 
of foreign subjects will be endangered. 


MORE FIGHTING IN ASSAM. 
Punish the 


British Forces Continue to 
Manipuris, 

Sia, April21.—On Sunday the Mani- 
puris approached near to camp and through- 
out that night kept up a desultory fire upon 
the British force without, however, doing 
much harm. The next morning the British 
force made a rapid, skilful advance upon 
them, The engagement was short, sharp 
and decisive, and the enemy was completely 
routed. The Manipuris had 150 killed anda 
number wounded; only one Englishman 
was killed and four were wounded, All 
the villages in the vicinity of the camp were 
burned, 


Attributed to Bismarck, 

Berwin, April 21.—An anonymous pamph- 
let, of which Prince Bismarck is supposed to 
be the author, has beon published in Dresden. 
Tho pamphlet is entitled “The Ruin of Aus- 
tria,” and among other things it suggests 
that Germany's truest policy isan alliance 
with Russia and Italy. Prince Bismarck, 
this publication adds, would unhesitatingly 
allow Russia to pursue her historically 
mapped-out routs to Constantinople through 
Bulgaria if that would avert a crisis,

On chicory 2 cents per pound has to be 
paid in Canada; it is free when sent into 
the States, and the count means to find 
his market in the republic mostly.

Thus the farmer 
can harvest it any time from September to 
May.

$11,000 less, Thore were 1855 Protestants 
and 3351 Roman Catholic inmates, The only 
explanation could be that there was a dilfer- 
ent system of enumeration in tho two classos 
of institutions. The inspector should make 
some inquiry into the mode of enumera- 
tion. 

Mr. Fraser said the discussion was sprung 
upon them without notice and therefore 
an absolute answer could not be given at 
once, But the grants were given under the 
statute and the machinery for calculating 
the grants was the same in all institutions, 
He did not know whether the attention of 
the inspector had been called, to these figures 
but be was satisfied the details would bear 
the closest scrutiny, Tho reason of the ap- 
parent disparity in the number of inmates 
was that the religious minority of the Pro- 
vince was not so well off, especially in tha 
large centres of population. The ivstitutions 
wero called sectarian, but anyoue could ob- 
tain admission. There was not one institu- 
tion that was exclusively religious in that 
sense. Whatever the reason for the differ- 
ence might be, itcould not be charged that 
the returns were improperly made. 


The special committee on the bill respect- 


ing undertaking, ombelming and  or- 
ganic chemistry struck out all clauses 
of a compulsory character, As tho 
bill will go to the House it will pro- 


vide simply for the establishment of tho 
college with powers to grant diplomas and 
rogistration certificates, The penalty for 
the unauthorized use of the title of fellow of 
the college is fixed at $20 fora first offenca 
and $50 for a second, half ofthe fines to ga 
tothe prosecutor and half to the college, 
Tho right of rogistration is extendud to all 
undertakers and embaliers at present prac- 
tising in Ontario, 

The directors of the Ontario, Belmont & 
Northern Railway Co. waited upon the Goy- 
renment and asked for a grant of $25,000, or 
$5000 per mile for their road, which will 
connect with the oxisting Hoes and run to 
the northern portion of Belmont Township, |

Were Accepted 

Mr. Bok, the “editor of The Ladies’ 

Home Journal, recently gave some mter-

About twenty minutes to nine o'clock 
this morning the first mishap befell the 
Bay of Quinte Bridge. The circumstances 
in regard to the accident are briefly as 
follows The Floral Cayvelth a schooner 
was coming down the bay from 
Trenton under full lower 
sail,and when fully two miles froin the 
bridge the swing was opened, or fully 
twenty minutes before the vessel passed 
through. The wind being slightly north- 
west the{Caveith was running with a 
yeaked mainsail.

Rome, April 23.—At about 7 o'clock this 
morning ® tremondous explosion shook this 
city to its foundations, spreading horror and 
dismay on all sidos. Tho poople rushed 
affrightod from their homes into the stroots, 
houses rocked, pictures foll from the walls, 
thourands of panos of glass were broken, 
crockery was shatterod, furniture was over. 
turned, chimneys crashed down on the roofs 
and in tome initances toppled over into the 
stroots, ‘iho cupola of the Hones of Parlla- 
mont immudiately after the explosion shook 
violently and then collapsed with a etnab, 
which addod still further to the fooling of

horror which had spread throughout 
Rome. All tho thoroughfares ~ were 
strewn with bricks, stones, spliaters |! 
and other dobris, hurled there by 


tho force of tho powerful concussion which 
had caused Rome to totter on its founda- 
tions. Peoplo of all ages aud conditions were 
rushing, palo with fear, about the streets, 
Rents and ka appeared in the walls of 
housos, the plaster fell from the ceilings and 
general desolation prevailed, In many in- 
stances poople were thrown from tholr beds 
by the shook, It was discovered that the 
immense powder magazine at Povzeno Pan- 
taleo, four kilometres (214 miles) frem Rome, 
had exploded, and that it had caused onor- 
mous damago to the neighboring fort, 
Signor Nicotera, Minister of tho Interior, 
stated in the Chamber of Deputies this after- 
noon that7 were killed and 48 persons were 
injured at the scone of the explosion and

that about 200 persons in this city 
were slightly hurt, The Minister 
of War snid there were 25 tons 


of powdor in the tnagazinu, but none of the 
now explosive balestite was stored there, It 
is surmised that the explosion resulted from 


King Humbert, accompaniod by Premier 
tudini and otbor, Cabinet officers, visited the 
scone of tho disaster and received an ovation 
on vis'ting the hospital where the Injured are 
being cared for, 

The rumors that the explosion was of 
Anarchistic origin are without foundation,
